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1. ADSO thought you might be Interested in the 
cable# and negotiation# in Washington in connection 
C- ^ U6U. We might explain that ADSO really carried the 
hall to support your position and it was with his. General 
Vandenberg’s and General Lemni tier’s cooperation that a sat- 
isfactory solution was reached. This letter should be im- 
mediately burned after you have read it and no reference should 
be made to it in aiy discussions or negotiations by you* This 
la purely far your personal information. 



2. On 21 November 19U6, the Secretary of State received a 
cable from Rome explaining the situation with reference to 
tollmans in which they recognise the difficulty of your posi- 
tion (without mention of names) but agree with AFHQ that the 
latter cannot assume responsibility for protecting "former SS 
Colonel from being called to testi^ in Ardeatine trial if. 
court asks". 



3. A conference was held with Colonel George Smith who was 
sympathetic but was of no assistance in securing a satisfactory 
cable to General Lee* 



!*• After talking to Mr. Dallas, a memorandum was prepared out- 
lining the position of the various parties in connection with 
the surrender negotiations. A cable was prepared for Mnral 
Vandenberg to send to General Lee and was discussed with various 
people In the Department of State. The Department of State took 
the position that the records should be kept straight in Italy 
to the effect that Dollaann and Renner dfcd participate in the 
operation but that they did not feel that this gove r nment could 
go along in the protection of the two individuals. General Ven- 
ds riberg then sent a cable to General L,**, a paraphrase of which 
follows % The following information l£ furnished for such use ss 
you may desire. The records of former 088, together with per- 
sonal contact with Hr. Dallas, who initiated the German surrender 
In Italy, Indicate proof that Doll— nn and Werner participated In 
the 8unrlse Operation* Major General Lesnitier, who also parti- 
cipated in negotiations, after examination of records and contact 
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with Dallas, Is also convinced of DoUaum's perticipetion* It 
mould appaar that preeent n sp r ee entatloae by Italians la attaqpt 
to undermine Allied position In Italy and in visa of tba abort 
facts and particularly tha raparcusaions and rasulta that any 
unjust treatment of thaaa individuals would bars on tha futura 
long-range Uni tad States intelligence activities in Italy, It 
would appaar that Alliad intaraats would beat ba served if ATS) 
would oonflra tha participation of thaaa Individuals and 
these individuals appropriate consideration in preaentQpflf- 
oumstances* Tha cable further pointed out that tha of tha 
co— uni cation had bean con unlcatad to tha Department of State 
which perceived no objection* 

5* General Lee* on 29 Wovember 19lj6, answered General Venden- 
berg as follows t 

"General Morgan, ifco handled the surrender negoatiatlons on be- 
half of Field Marshal Alexander, and General Alrey, who with 
General lemlUer represented the Supreme Allied CoMander In 
Switzerland, emphasize that: 

Generals Leranitzer and lirey had the strictest Instruction not 
to offer any fora of low-unity or regard to any individual and 
only to operate on a btfsid*of unconditional surrender* They 
scrupulously carried out their instructions. 

General Lemnltzer and Alrey had instructions to meet German emis- 
sary contacted by them in Switzerland was General Wolff and only 
Wolff* Those that traveled later to Caserta and signed surrender 
terms were lieutenant Colonel Yon Schweinlts on behif of VLettag- 
hoff and Wenher on behalf of Wolff , and only those two* General 
Morgan handed Schweinita and banner the allied terms of uncondi- 
tional surrender which were signed by them and no one else. Doll- 
mann did not participate in the negotiations. 

The 3 Allied Officers mentioned above were the only individuals 
authorised tc handle the negotiations on behalf of the Supreme 
Allied Commander and if any promisee or undertakings of special 
treatment tier*, mads, they mere made by persons not authorised by 
dpprsme Allied Coaoander to do so and absolutely contrary to 
strictest instructions, and case were not made by the Allied Force 
Headquarters negotiating pdrty. 

Allied Force Headquarters release to prees has already stated that 
DoUaann did not participate in the negotiations rtloh lad to tba 
surrender and even if so, he would not have been given any special 
Immunity* In current trial in Home, prosecution witness testified Doll- 
mum bed not responsibility for irdeatlne Cave wa rd ers * Publicity which 
mostly Italian leftist pres s and directed towards present government an£ 
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and Rightists as such as towards ths Allies has subsided. It 
la considered that ary release now without apparent reason would 
not help Dollmann and would create confusion with respect to 
Allied Toros Headquarters position. 

Allied Forces Headquarters has already' informed court holding 
trial in Rome that Dollmam will he madd available as witness 
if court so requests. If Italians hold further trial to pass 
justice on lesser German officials implicated in Ardeatlne Caves 
matters, Italian court may well req ue s t Dollmam as witness and 
effort to implicate him nay be undertaken by Italian prose cu t ion * 
leftist, particularly Comdnist, press has already alleged Doll- 
mam responsible for Ardeatlne murders. Since it is now known 
that Dollmann is held in toaited States custody, it would place 
Allied Force Headquarters in untenable position morally should it 
refuse request from I tali ah' court that Dollmann testify* 

Propose therefore that Dollmann be retained in United States cus- 
tody until present and future Ardeatlne Caves trials have been 
completed. It Is then planned with concurrence of Chief Sxtwnal 
Survey Detachment Rome to repatriate Dollmann through normal United 
States channels." 

6* General Vandenberg answered General Lee as follows t 

"Greatly appreciate proposed action on Dollmann indicated in last 
paragraph your cable. 

For Information only recheck of OSS records here confirms fact 
that Dollmann did participate in the preliminary phases of the 
Sunrise Operation prior to the time AFfiQ representatives entered 
Switzerland, On 3 March 19k S OSS Intermediaries met Dollmann at 
Lugano, He was accompanied by Zimmer, Pari Hi and a representative 
of ths Swiss intelligence office. At that matting Dollmann claimed 
he represented Kesselring, Hahn and Ublff. It was suggested to 
Dollmann that as a test of his authenticity and sincerity he arrange 
for the release of certain Italian patriots, then in custody of the 
Gomans. The reUmae, which occurred shortyly thereafter, included 
Parri who later becaise Premier of Italy. On 8 March 191*5 Wolff plus 
Dollmann and others arrived in Lugano for definite talks. Wblff, 
Dollmann and party then proceeded to Zurich where further discussions 
with OSS Jjpressntativee took place. 

Records and Mr. Allen Dulles confirm that no lasunlty in aiy form was 
offered to any individual Involved in Sunrise,
